The First Vote. 

Lots were then cast for the ballot, the

In accordance with the custom, M. La- 
barthe ascended the rosirum and, being 
recognized by the scrutator, placed his 
ticket in a great urn which serves as a 
ballot box, and descended and returned to 
his seat.

Casimir-Perier Elected. 

The total vote cast was 851, of which six 
were, canceled because of irregularities, 
leaving 845 valid votes. Of these, 451 were 
cast for Casimir-Perier, 191 for Brisson, 99 
for Dupuy, 59 for General Fevrier, 27 for 
Arago and 18 were scattering. 

M. Casimir-Perier arrived at the palace 
of Versailles at 3:20 o’clock p. m. Néither 
he nor.M. Dupuy voted. 

Just before the result of the vote was 
read, MM. DeJeante and Michlin attempt- 
ed to deposit in the ballot box a demand 
for a revision of the constitution. The 
president, Challemel-Lacour, refused to per- 
mit the papers to be put into the box, on 
the ground that the act would be uncon- 
stitutional. 

The business of the national congress be- 
ing fimshed, the president declared the 
body adjourned sine die. 

While the members were filing out of the 
Chamber, there were a few cries here and 
there of “Vive social revolution!” 

The result was announced to the senators 
and deputites at 4:15 o’clock p. m. 

Before the Ballot.

After Challemel-Lacour had _ read. the 
form investing Casimir-Perier with the 
powers of the presidency he made an 
emotional little speech and .then, turning 
to the snew president, embraced him 
heartily. 

Casimir-Perier wept. He had not master- 
ed his emotion when a delegation of jour- 
nalists was admitted to congratulate him, 
but he managed to thank them warmly, 
adding: 

“Gentlemen, I belong to you. Discuss 
me, but never forget r‘rance and the re- 
public while doing so.”’ 

The Excited Socialists. 

The socialist demonstration after the de- 
cisive vote revealed such bitterness and 
desperation, as even the extreme marxists 
had rarely displayed before. The moment 
the new president was proclaimed Joseph 
Michelin shouted:

You 
wish to be the masters, but the people 
are the real sovereigns in France, and they 
will remind you of their powers.’’ 

Several Fights. 

The altercations did not end with the 
proceedings of the assembly, for the 
officers had hardly left their seats before 
M. Pelletan, editor of LaJustice anda radi- 
cal deputy, fell foul of Armich Chrameck, 
chief secretary of the prefect of police. 
Chrameck assumed a threatening  tacti- 
tude, but he was held at bay by Pelletan’s 
friends, and eventually at their request was 
ejected from the place by the ushers. 

Troops had been massed at the St. La- 
zare station to receive the new president 
and escort him from the train to the for- 
eign office. When it was learned that he 
would return in a carriage they were 
marched out to meet him. 

Entering the City. of Paris. 

The appearance of the city was the same 
as usual after the news of the election 
arrived, but for a slight crowding of the 
boulevards and the _ streets along the 
president’s route, via Sevres, the Bois de 
Boulogne, the arc de Triomphe and the 
Champs Elysee. The people saluted Casi- 
mir-Perier with cheers and the waving of 
hats and handkerchiefs. 

As the president approached the foreign 
office of the D’Orsay, the offi¢ers removed 
for the time the crape from their swords. 
The tricolor was hoisted over the building 
and a band played the ‘“Marseillaise.’’ 

The reception at the foreign office was 
very brief. After it the president returned 
to his apartments in the chamber of depu- 
ties. He will preside at the cabinet meet- 
ing to be held at 8:30 o’clock tomor- 
row morning and Will receive from Premier 
Dupuy before noon the formal notice of the 
cabinet’s resignation.

M. Perier Is a Man Well Equipped 

for the Office. 

Jean Casimir-Perier has a distinguished 
ancestry. He is both grandson end son of 
ministers. His grandfather was the presi- 
dent of Louis Philippe’s council; and his 
father was a minister of Thiers. 

The new president was born at Paris in 
1847. He is arather small, slender man 
dark, with oval face and clear eyes, whos® 
general appearance carries the idea of re- 
finement and decision.

Republicans Seem About to Steal 
The Democratic Thunder. 


HILL CONTINUES ON THE AGGRESSIVE 


The Senate Hasa Hard Struggle with the 
Income Tax Feature of the 
Tariff Bill.

Washington, June 27.—(Special.)—Senator 
Cameron's letter to the republican league 
now in session in Denver, in which he fa- 
vors the remonetization of silver, is re- 
garded here as a direct bid for the presi- 
dential nomination. Senator Teller stands 
behind Cameron and really launched his 
boom. He had Cameron invited to make 
a speech before the league and when Cam- 
eron declined, it was he who urged him to 
write the letter. 

There is no disputing the fact that lead- 
ing democrats here who have stood for sil- 
ver are beginning to feel some alarm over 
the way in which the republicans are try- 
ing to steal the silver thunder. Reed, 
Lodge and Cameron have each landed their 
presidential booms on the silver line. 

Senator Walsh says he does not fear that 
the position held by the democrats on this 
question will be copied by the republicans, 
He said: ‘The democratic party is on 
record for silver, and it makes no differ- 
ence what protestations the republicans 
might make for silver, its adherents would 
not trust to them to legislate in its behalf.’’ 

Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, said the 
inclination of the republicans to silver 
demonstrates their belief that the tariff 
will be eliminated from the next campaign 
and that silver will be the next great is- 
sue. 

Senator Dubois, who is really more of a 
democrat than a republican, says that this 
agitation of the silver question can but 
result in good. It will force one of the 
great parties to come out squarely for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
nominate a free coinage man for the presi- 
dency. He says further that the republi- 
cans cannot get sufficient of their party 
in line to do this by the next national con- 
vention, but that the attempt to do it will 
force the democrats to the issue. 

“Senator Cameron's letter,”’ said Repre- 
sentative Bryan, ‘“‘will be especially valua- 
ble in the west. I have no idea that the 
republican party will do anything for sil- 
ver, but the result of the agitation will be 
to bring western republicans out of the 
republican party. Now is the opportune 
time for democrats to demand the imme- 
diate restoration of free coinage of gold 
and silver at 16 to 1, without waiting for 
any other country to act.”’ 

Keeping the Fires Hot. 

Colonel Livingston spent most of the day 
in the senate wing of the capitol in the in- 
terest of the exposition. Colonel Living- 
ston had a long interview with Senator 
Cockrell, of Missouri, who has charge of 
the sundry civil bill and feels assured that 
the exposition measure will go before the 
senate as part of this bill. 

Senator Cockrell will get the civil sun- 
dry bill before the senate the day after 
the tariff leaves the senate. 

Tarif Bill Hangs Fire. 

To the surprise of every one the tariff 
bill still hangs fire. Senator Harris is 
fretting, but is unable to steer Hill off the 
income tax. It is possible that the discus- 
sion will last over tomorrow and one more 
day at least will be required for the tobacco 
and whisky schedules. Speaker Crisp con- 
fidently expected the bill in the house by 
Monday. It may reach there yet by that 
date, but it seems hardly probable, as 
after it is concluded in the senate it will 


‘require two days for a comparison and 


correction of the house and senate bills. 
Tuesday will certainly see the beginning 
of the end. 

About Georgians. 

Rev. Ernest Stires, lately rector of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, in Augusta, 
but now in charge of Gra¢e church, Chi- 
cago, is in the city for a few days. Mrs. 
Stires is with him. 

Judge Maddox secured the passage to- 
day of his bill extending the time for the 
Fairmont Valley railroad to bridge the 
Hiawasse and the Clinch rivers. The bill 
provides now that the bridges must be be- 
gun in a year and be finished in three 
years. The railroad runs from Carters- 
ville to East Tennessee. 

Representatives Tate and Turner will en- 
deavor tomorrow to get consideration of 
the bill to authorize suits to be brought 
in state courts sgajnst railroads in the 
hands of receivers, 

Tate Will Fight It. 

Colonel Carter Tate Will make a vigorous 
fight upon the internal révenue schedule of 
the tariuf bill when it comes back to the 
house. He is opposed to the increase of the 
tax from 90 cents to $1.10 a gallon, on the 
ground that it will drive the small distillers 
out of business, while it will add to the 
profits of large distillers.

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Strikers Are Making Great Trouble 
in the West. 


ONE COMPANY QUICKLY SURRENDERS 


The Baltimore and Ohio Gets All of 
Its Trains Out. 


OFFICERS HANDLED THE ENGINES 


More Men Are to Be Ordered Out Today 
and the Situation Looks More Se- 
rious—No Rioting Countenanced’ 


Chicago, June 27.—As a result of the first 
day of the boycott of the Pullman Palace 
Car Company by the American Railway 
Union, there are over 5,000 employes of the 
different roads out of Chicago now on a 
strike. The attempt to run Pullman cars 
has resulted in the tying up of the yards 
of fifteen roads centering here. Of these, 
the Illinois Central, Wisconsin Central, Chi- 
cago and GreatWestern, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Chicago and Northern Pacific and the lines 
interested in the Western Indiana system 
are tied up completely, the only trains run 
out being made up and manned by officers 
of the road. 

Late tonight the switchmen of the Ian 
Handle and Northwestern road also struck. 

Strikes will be declared within the next 
two days on the Fort Wayne, the Pan 
Handle and other Pennsylvania lines, the 
Chicago and Northwestern, Chieago and Al- 
ton and Sante Fe. The latter road was 
partially tied up today along the line on 
orders issued by the union o/icials, but 
the men in Chicago will not be ordered out 
until tomorrow. 

At a conference between President Debs 
and Vice President Howard, of the Ameri- 
can Union, and Grand Master Sovereign, of 
the Knights of Labor, held this afternoon, 
the latter agreed to support the FPu'lman 
strikers in the boycott, and, in accordance 
with the agreement, issued a manifesto ad- 
dressed to all orders of the Knights of 
Labor in the United States. 

Completely Tied Up. 

The sensational feature of the strike to- 
day was the complete tying up of the roads 
running out of the Grand Central station, 
and which ineludegthe Wisconsin Central, 
Baltimore and Ohio, Chicago and Northern 
Pacific and Chicago and Great Western. 
Each road has been left without a single 
employe in the yards, and, although the 
Baltimore and Ohio succeeded in getting out 
its passenger trains, all of the work was 
done by the officers of the company, who 
manned the switch engines and made up 
the trains, 

The first victory gained by the ‘strikers 
was at6o'clock this evening, when the Chi- 
eazgo and Great Western, after its through 
passenger train to St. Paul and kansas 
City had been backed into the depot, d@e- 
cided to.conform to the wishes of -he em- 
ployes, and cut off the two Pullman sicep- 
ers which are usually run. This :oad was 
vied up in its, yards in five minutes, and 
without any notice whatsoever to the offi- 
cials. 

The Guarantee Given. 

The mass meetings held today by the 
Illinois Central employes resulted in a 
guarantee being given to all train ond en- 
gine men, as well as other employes on 
the line, that they would be protected and 
supported by the union whether they be- 
came members or not. The only request 
made was for co-operation. As soon as the 
guarantee was made, engineers, firemen, 
brakemen and conductors consented to go 
out whenever called upon. The same offer 
is extended to all classes of employes on 
other roads, and is likely to win over all 
of the men who have held off until some 
assurances of protection could be secured. 

In replying to the charges of rrobable 
rioting on the part of the strikers, l’resi- 
dent Debs said today that no man under 
the control of the union would be permitted 
to interfere with the running of trains in 
any manner-whatever except by quitting 
work. If necessary, Mr. Debs said he stood 
ready to guard any and all railroad piorerty 
with his men. 

The Pan Handle Strike. 

About 8 o’clock tonight the oillcers of the 
American Railway Union, ia charge’ cf the 
strike, sent out an order to the switchmen, 
swith tenders, yardme. and switch engine 
crews of the Pan Handle line to quit work. 
The men walked out as they were notified, 
but all trains scheduled to ‘eave tonight 
got out on time before the committee had 
made the round. The union men say that 
no trains will be handled for that road 
tomorrow. The other lines entering the 
union station—the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul and the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy—are not affected as yet. . 

At 3:08 o’clock tonight all the roundhouse 
men employed by the Wisconsin Central, 
at Ogden &Venue, went vut on strike in 
connection with the Pullman boycott. 

The delegates of the Amo»rican Natiway 
Union were the the Twen‘ty-seventn sireet 
car shops for several hours, and when they 
left it was found that 21% men engaged in 
the tin shop, framing and passenger 
and repair shops had been jmduced to 
strike. 

At Randolph street and Central street 
the passenger switching crews refused to 
handie the trains after the dinner hour. 

At the Point of a Revolver. 

At 3:30 o’clock p. m. a crowd of fifty 
Switchmen visited the Fordham yard and 
uncoupled an engine. They compelled the 
engineer at the point of a revolver to take 
it back to the roundhouse, and notified 
Assistant Agent O’Leary and the yard- 
masters that they would work no longer. 
This action necessitated the leaving of 
fourteen cars of perishable freight side- 
tracked. 

All the switchmen apd switch tenders 
employed by the Chicago and Western 
indiana Railway Company struck at 6 
o'clock tonight in obedience to orders from 
the headquarters of the American Railway 
Union, to which all the men belonged. The 
number of mea employed in that capacity 
on the twenty miles of the terminal. line 
bétween the Indiana state line and the 
Polk street depot was seventy-five. All 
the railroads entering the depot except the

the locomotive backed down, the switch 
was turned by a new man just hired, and 
amid cheers and smiles and waving of 
handkerchiefs and hats the big train drew 
out of the depot on its journey eastward. 
Detaching the Sleepers. 

At midnight the town of Hammond, Ind., 
just across the state line, is in the hands of 
a mob of several hundred people in sym- 
pathy with the Pullman strikers. 

The Nickel Plate passenger train leav- 
ing here at 8:20 o’clock was delayed two 
hours by the crowd. The Monon passenger 
train that left here at 8:30 o’clock this 
evening was also stopped and is still there 
surrounded by the crowd, who have de- 
tached two Pullimm@s, sleepers from the 
train and refuse to allow them to be put 
back. 

No call for the police has been received 
at any of the suburbs and it is likely the 
passengers will stay there all night. The 
passenger trains on the Erie road for New 
York and Boston were delayed for more 
than an hour at the Polk street station,

Illinois Democrats Give Only a Quali- 
fied Indorsement. 

Springfield, Iij., June 27.—The hall of the 
house of representatives presented an 
attractive appearance when the democratic 
sta*e convention assembled today. Eleven 
hundred delegates occupied the main floor, 
while in the galleries were the members of 
local and visiting clubs and campaign or- 
ganizations packed like sardines in a box. 
The heat is frightful. Representatives 
Springer, Fithian, Forman and Dunborow 
had seats of honor behind the chair. 

Promptly at noon the state chairman, 
Delos P. Phelps, opened the proceedings 
with a brief address of welcome. Ex-Con- 
gressman Scott was elected temporary 
chairman. 

For United States senator, Franklin Mac- 
Veagh. 

For ‘state superintendent public instruc- 
tion, Henry Raab. 

For state treasurer, Bernard J. Claggett.

This was the ticket nominated by the 
democratic convention today, and the party 
endorsed the national administration only 
so far as its actions have coincided with 
the platform of the Chicago convention. 

This endorsement was the outcome of a 
bitter fight waged in the meeting of the 
platform committee by Congressman Fith- 
ian against the admnnistration. 

Pennsylwania State Convention. 

Harrisburg, Pa., June 27.—The democrat- 
ic convention was called together by Pres- 
ident Stranahan at 12:10 o’clock. The hall 
is decorated in bunting, in which American 
colors predominate. The call was read by 
Secretary Nead, after which Chairman 
Stranahan announced the names of the 
temporary officers who had been selected 
yesterday by. the state executive com- 
mittee. Robert E. Wright, of Allentown, 
temporary. chairman, made a short speech 
which was well received. 

In the democratic state convention here 
William Singerly, of Philadelphia, was 
nominated for governor by acclamation. 

John S. Rillings, of Erie, was nominated 
by acclamation for lieutenant governor.

The Governor Apparently Is Ready 
to Take Even Greenbacks. 


ON HIS OLD STAMPING GROUNDS 


Farmer Ben Strikes the Place Where se 
Few Years Ago He Opened Up 
the Campaign ior Himself. 


Bennettsville, 8. C., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Governor Tillman struck out on a new 
line at the campaign meeting here today. 
This is the place where he began his fight 
for reform nine years ago, his memorable 
Speech against the old “oligarchy” having 
been made in the courthouse here at a 
meeting of the farmers’ association. 

Possibly he sounded the keynote today of 
a new fight that he intends to lead and that 
will take in a@ much larger area than 
South Carolina. He trumpeted a coming 
mighty battle for greenbacks and called on 
the south and west to drop all side issues 
and make the fight on that alone. There 
were about 800 persons present and the’ 
meeting was quiet and orderly. 

' In his speech the governor said: “‘The re- 
publicans are Hamiltonians and the antis 
are at heart republicans. They are no more 
democrats that I am a negro. Cleveland is 
not honest today or else he is the most 
damnable traitor that ever held that seat,” 
shouted the governor amid applause, 
Cleveland gad his so-called democratic con- 
gress are c@m@ponsible for the ‘poverty- 
stricken condition of the country. England 
bribed congress through Wal] street before 
they went to Chicago and bought the nom- 
ination ef Cleveland. They also bought 
Harrison’+ 1aomination. They were happy 
and madé the people pay the piper no 
matter which one got elected.” 

Favors More Paper Money. 

The governor argued for greenbacks and 
asked why did the capitalists want the 
promise of thé government on a bond and 
reject it on a note. He wanted Uncle Sam 
to destroy the national banks and make 
gold, silver .and paper receivable for all 
dues and go ahead and turn a stream of 
greenbacks that will irrigate this country. 
Of course the opposition would say this 
was the rankest heresy, but he did not care, 
When the state convention met last year 
the feeling was not to send any delegates 
to Chicago, or if they did to instruct them 
to leave if Cleveland was nominated. In 
a@ caucus he spoke against this and showed 
the reformers the unwisdom of such a 
course. He -had then argued that they 
could not afford to risk the election of 
Harrison by dividing the natienal democ- 
racy. The convention put the Ocala plat- 
form in the state democratic platform. 
He did not agree with them and told them 
so, but that was their right, and by put- 
ting it there the third party was kept down 
in South Carolina.

well, 
by dividing on small issues. We must not 
load down our platform with such imprace 
ticable schemes as are on the populist plat- 
form. If we make the fight in the south 
and west on the question of the govern- 
ment issuing all the paper Money and. tak- 
ing it away from the corporations and mak- 
ing gold, silver and paper interchangeable 
Ye will win. The tariff is a side issue and 
so is governmental control of the railroads. 
We must leave all those questions out of 
it and concentrate all our strength on the 
fight for the people’s money. 

Batler for a Western Man. 


Butler appealed to his record. Speaking 
on national issues, he said that he had 
worked for free silwer before the reform 
party or the alliance was even heard of, 
They were all now getting on his platform, 
and he was ready to welcome them. He 
wanted to predict that the next great strug- 
gle would be on this line. it would settle 
which was to rule, the masses or the money 
power.

Casimir-Perier was brought up amid roy- 
alist influences, but became a republican 
fifteen years ago.

To know him 
personally, it is said, is to know a genial, 
shrewd, kindly man, of agreeable manners 
and polite address, whose countenance is a 
truthful index to his character, although it 
bears, when more closely observed, a strange 
expression of melancholy, amounting to 
sadness, which seems inconsistent with his 
genial character, 

The Perier family descends from a notary 
who exercised his profession in the vicinity 
of Grenoble, in Dauphine, in thg later half 
of the seventeenth century. The family 
prospered, for we find that in 1775 theson of 
the notary purchased the royal castle of 
Vizille from the duke of VMleroy, and lived 
there in the state becoming a wealthy pro- 

rietor. The son of this Claude Perier was 
the famous Casimir-Perier, president of the 
council of ministers under Louis Philippe, 
and grandfather of the man who filled the 
same post under M. Carnot. A niece of 
Claude married ag@istinguished barrister of 
Grenoble, whose mother bore the name of 
Enfantin, destined to become notorious in 
the socialistic annals of our epoch. It was 
their daughter, Rose Philippine Duchesne- 
Perier, born in August, 1769,. at Grenoble, 
who died in November, #842, im the United 
States, after many years spent in America 
in religious life and accomplishing heroic 
actions which compare gloriously with those 
of more honored and famed heroines in fic- 
tion and history. ,

MAY PROVE VERY SERIOUS., 


The Danger of War Growing Out of 
the Prevailing Excitement. 


Paris, June 27.—jThe murder of an Itallan 
by a frenzied crowd anywhere in France 
just now might Be the signal for a Euro- 
pean war. The newspapers of France, 
Italy and England display extraordinary 
caution in not expressing this universal 
fear, but it is the one topic in Paris. It is 
less thanayear since the fatal conflict be- 
tween French and Italian laborers at 
Aigues-Mortes stirred both nations to such 
a pitch of excitement that enly the most 
prompt and strenuous exertions of both 
governments prevented a series of bloody 
reprisals. There is a hatred between the 
two peoples difficult to understand or to 
explain, but it is as bitter as is the feeling 


_between the French and the Germans. 


Today the whole French army in all 
parts of France is under arms to suppress 
any outbreak against Italjans. If the 
government can overawe popular senti- 
ment all will be weil. But the outbreak 
may come where there are no troops at 
hand, and if so it may prove a match to a 
powder magazine. Italy would as certainly 
respond with a like bloody demonstration 
against France, just as a Roman mob at- 
tacked the French embassy in the Farnese 
palace after the Aigues-Mortes question. 
Then it would be a question whether the 
governments could longer restrain their 
péople.

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ead Them to Quit Work. 

The trouble between Hoyt and Cramef, 
the proprietors of the Climax barber shop, 
and the Barbers' Union, instead of having 
been settled, is just beginning to brew well, 
and, if the stands taken by the two sides 
are held, there is more trouble to come in 
razor circles. 

The entire trouble is over the presence 
of Joseph Leppert, a rather good-looking 
young fellow, in the Climax shop, and the 
refusal of Hoyt and Cramer to remove him 
at the direction of the union. 

As a result of this refusal, five of the 
Climax barbers have left their chairs, and 
are awaiting a settlement of the trouble 
between the union ‘and their employ#s. 

It seems that Leppert came to Atlanta 
several months ago and secured a position 
with Hoyt and Cramer, He had not been 
at work many days before he was approagh- 
ed by President Knoblocher, of the Barbers’ 
Union, and requested to join the union. 
Finally he applied for membership and was 
accepted as a member, He was notified of 
this acceptance, and requested to appear 
at the next meeting to be initfated. He 
went, and, after waiting more than two 
hours, was informed that the union was 
too busy to initiate him that night. 

‘The next day he received information 


_that he had been rejected, on the ground 


that he had talked against the union, and 
that he would not, therefore, make a faith- 


. ful member. At the same time the pro- 


prietors of the Climax were notified that 
they must discharge Leppert. 

Matters went along, and Leppert was not 
discharged. The fact that he had been ac- 
cepted as a member and then refused mem- 
bership appeared frivolous to Iloyt and 
Cramer, and they refused to accede to the 
demands of the union. For several days 
the matter dragged along, until fuesday, 
when the other barbers were ordered to 
withdraw. They did so, and steps were 
taken at once to arbitrate the raatter, hut, 
so = nothing has been done, as Hoyt and 
Cramer refuse to leave a position which 
they claim is tenable. 

““We have made no backward step,” says 
Mr. Hoyt. “‘No settlement of the trouble 
has been made, and the barbers will never 
come back into our shop unless they are 
willing to work with Leppert. Leppert is 
a good man, and there is no veason why 
he shoul@ have been rejected by the 
union. He came here highly recommended, 
but was not a union man. I understand 
that it is said that he talked against the 
union; but he says not, and I believe him. 
I see no reason for discharging him, and 
shall not do so.” 

“IT am acting for the best of the union,” 
said President Knoblicher, “and believe that 
the less I say the better it will he for a 
I think that the whole matter 
will be arbitrated. Leppert was rejected 
by the union for good causes, which I 
do not care to discuss, and, since he is not 
a union man, his discharge was requested, 
When he was not discharged, I ordered the 
union men to leave. Of course, if the mat- 
ter is not adjusted we can declare the shop 
a scab shop, but I de not Knew as yet 
what will be done. I think that it will be 
settled.”

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The Runaway Girl Has Been Taken 
Back to Chattanooga, 


DETECTIVE BROCK WAS SENT FOR HER 


She Gave the Detectivesa Fake Story at 
First—Confessed Yesterday—Who 
Was Her CompanionP 


Last night the young girl who ran away 
from Chattanooga Monday, and who was 
found in this city the following day, left 
for home in charge of Mr. C. R. Brock, of 
Chattanooga detective force. 

Yesterday morning the girl made a vol- 
untary yet tearful confession to Chief Con- 
nolly, and her statement was directly con- 
tradictory to the tale she gave the night 
before, both as to her parentage and the 
cause of her flight. At that time every- 
thing pointed to the fact that she was 
Laura Gilbreath, the young girl whose mys- 
terious disappearance ‘from Chattanooga 
last Sunday caused such a sensation. 

When she was brought down to Chief 
Connolly’s office yesterday from the board- 
ing house in which she had been kept 
during the night, the suspicion that she 
was the Gilbreath girl was made known to 
her. This she emphatically denied and in- 
sisted that her name was Nellie Crawford 
and that her father was George Crawford, 
a real estate dealer in Chattanooga. When 
it was made known to her, however, that 
there was positive information that there 
was no such man in Chattanooga as she 
described, she acknowledged that it was 
true, and that her whole tale was the fabri- 
cation of her own tongue. 

As she confessed this there was a sudden 
change in her demeanor and instead of the 
air of swaggering defiance which she had 
assumed since her arrest, came a more nat- 
ural and earnest manner. Her lips trem- 
bled with griet and repentant tears came 
at last. Then between her sobs she told 
everything: 

“I live in Chattanooga,” she said, ‘Just 
like I told you. My father is a doctor; his 
name is George Wonschow. My name is 
not Nellie, it is Frankie, and we live on 
the corner of Moon and Fifth streets. I 
left home Monday night at 1 o’clock and 
got to Atlanta yesterday morning at 7 


-o’clock. I don’t wan’t to go back home and 


disgrace my father.’’ 

As soon as possible Chief Connolly wired 
the facts to Chattanooga. A reply came 
at once: “‘Dr. Wdnschow wants his daugh- 
ter back. Keep her until the officer ar- 
rives.”’ 

Chief Connolly was much relieved and 
confined the girl in his office dugjng the day. 
She spent most of her time reading. Last 
evening at 8:25 o’clock Detective Brock ar- 
rived and identified the young girl. He 
said that she had been missing for several 
days and that her parents were much alarm- 
ed over her absence and had no idea what 
had become of her. They: had searched the 
city and failed to find any clue to her dis- 
appearance. Her father is a physictan of 
Wealth and prominence, well known and 
highly respected in Chattanooga. When he 
received the news concerning the where- 
abouts of his daughter he was gréatly 
shocked and went at once to police head- 
quarters. He requested that an officer 
ledve at once for Atlanta. | 

The girl did not like the idea of returning 
home but oiwered no resistance. . 

She declared that she would run away 
again and that she would never stay in 
Lhattanooga. Concerning her appearance 
in Atlanta there is some mystery, and it 
was evident that some of the facts con- 
nected with her flight were concealed by 
the girl. She acknowledged that a young 
man bought the ticket to Atlanta for her 
and promised to meet her. In several ways 
also she hinted that another girl made the 
trip with her to this city and directed her 
to the place where she was found by the 
defectives. As to the name of the other 
girl, however, she was clamlike, and only 
by a slip now and then did the fact leak 
out. From everything she said in this con- 
nection there was a strong suspicion ex- 
cited in the mind of the chief that her 
companion was Laura Gilbreath. She was 
thoroughly posted on all of the facts con- 
cerning the Roach-Gilbreath scandal and 
told them with apparent relish. A direct 
question was asked her as to whether she 
made the trip with Miss Gilbreath. She 
refused to answer it. 

Detective Brock will carry the girl at 
once to her parents. Her record previous 
to this last episode is said to be decidedly 
racy.

to the business and trade of the country. 
For that reason we say that the finan- 
cial situation is interesting instead of 
applying to it an adjective calculated to 
terrify the women and children. 

Albeit, this situation is evidently not 
what the eastern financiers hoped it to 
be, it is precisely what they have made 
it. Their policy has been carried out 
to the letter. If they are not satisfied 
—and the symptoms show that they are 
not—they have no one to blame for it 
but themselves. Silyer lis been wiped 
out, the single gold standard has been 
established, and if they are not pros- 
perous and happy, the fault is theirs 
alone. The purehasing clause of the 
Sherman act has been Tepealed, aS they 
desired, and they have had an issue of 
bonds te soothe them for putting up 
their gold to be shipped out of the 
country by the foreign houses. Conse 
quently they ought to be serene. 

But they are not. Far from it™. They 
are so mervous and anxious, in fact. 
that Mr. Cleveland found it necessary 
to assure them in the public prints a 
few days ago that there was no occa- 
sion for disquietude. This statement 
satisfied them for the moment, but how 
long will their satisfaction last? Not 
long, we may be sure; for no eastern 
financier whose thinking apparatus is 
in working order, ts likely to continue 
to put up his gold for the benefit of 
foreign banking houses unless he can 
get bonds for it—not bonds payable in 
coin, such as he got last February, but 
bonds payable in gold. How long be- 
fore congress will authorize the issue 
of such bonds? Not until the democrats 
in that body are prevailed ‘upon to be- 
lieve that their party is too dead to 
skin. . : 

We note, with some curiosity, that the 
organs of the eastern financiers are an- 
nouncing in an authoritative way that 
aS soon as the tariff bil® passes the 
strain on the treasury will be relieved. 
But how? The deficit in the treasury is 
& mere matter of moonshine, and relief 
from that is sure; but the real strain 
is on the treasury gold. Will the pas- 
sage of the tariff bill put any more gold 
in the treasury? {f so, how? Will some 
ped the financial experts kindly inform 


It is to be borne in mind that the 
day before Mr. Cleveland gave his state- 
Ment to the press, gold was within an 
ace of going 

om the verge now. Not because 


to a premium. It is trem-. 
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the American people are demanding 
gold, or care anything about it, but be- 
eause the foreign houses are demanding 
it for shipment to and storage in the 
vaults of the European banks. 

We are curious, therefore, to know 
how the tariff bill will put more gold 
in the treasury. Customs duties are 
payable in paper currency, greenbacks 
and silver notes, as well as in gold, and 
since the repeal of the Sherman law a 
very small per cent of these duties has 
been paid in gold. 

There is no relief for the treasury in 
the tariff bill exeept in the way of 
adding to the available funds. The 
strain on the gold reserve will r@main 
the same, even if it is not increased by 
stimulating imports of foreign merchan- 
dise. 

We repeat, therefore, the situation is 
interesting. The eastern financiers seem 
to have got a good deal more than they 
bargained for in the gold standard. The 
foreign bankers, in appropriating our 
gold for their own use exclusively, have 
undoubtedly left their eastern phils in 
the lurch. 
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The Colored People and the Exposition 

We repreduce elsewhere an editorial 
from The Washington Post which en- 
dorses the suggestion that a represen- 
tative colored man be made a commis- 
sioner of the Atlanta exposition for the 
purpose of assisting in, the direction of 
the colored department. 

Our contemporary belieyes that our 
exposition will enable the colored peo- 
ple to give the country some instructive 
object lessons in their natural progress, 
and in this way correct some false im- 
pressions, especially if the colored ex- 
hibit is as large and full as it is expect- 
ed to be, 

We heartily agree with The Post. Our 
people from the start have been in fa- 
vor of giving the colored people a first- 
class opportunity to show the world 
what they have done for themselves in 
the past thirty years, and it was de- 
cided when the enterprise was first dis- 
cussed to have a building for the col- 
ored exhibits. Unfortunately the world's 
fair at Chicago neglected this class of 
our fellow citizens because there was a 
mistaken impression that it would 
prejudice the south against the show if 
the negroes were invited to take part 
in it. The Atlanta exposition will set 
the south right before the world in this 
respect. We want the progress of the 
southern blacks to be known and appre- 
ciated because it is highly ,honorable to 
both races. Then, this exhibit will be 
a good thing from a business point of 
view. In previous expositions there 
was no special feature to attract col- 
ored visitors, and their money made a 
very small total in the gate receipts. 
In Atlanta it will be different. Thou- 
sands of colored people will attend the 
exposition to see what their enterpris- 
ing brethren have to show, and their 
money spent in. this way will amount to 
a large sum. We propose to make our 
exposition an epitome of the progress 
of hoth races. The wonder is that it 
has been reserved for the south to thus 
bring the negroes to the front.

Now, here is a man in our largest city 
who is permitted to openly advise assas- 
sination and point out how it may be 
successfully accomplished, The authori- 
ties are guilty of criminal negligence 
when they allow such public enemies 
to run at large. If existing statutes do 
not provide an adequate penalty for 
their offense, then a new law covering 
such cases should be passed without 
delay. Most richly deserves hanging 
for what he has already done, and there 
is no telling what mischief may result 
from his teachings. 


The Platform and the Income Tax. 


The New York Sun is making a great 
fuss about the income tax, which is a 
measure intended to compel wealthy 
men to contribute their just share to the 
support of the government. It describes 
this tax as an unjust and an undemo- 
cratic tax, and declares that it is a vio- 
lation of the Chicago platform. 

The Sun’s argument is not very clear. 
The platform does not declare that the 
wealthy men of the country shall be 
exempted from taxation. It does not 
hint at such a thing. How then ean a 
measure which levies a taxfon those 
who are abundantly able to bear it be 
called a violation of the democratic 
platform, or a violation of any demo- 
cratic principle? We are of the opinion 
that The Sun lives too far east to 
properly construe the democratic plat- 
form from the standpoint of the plain, 
common people of the country. 

Why should it declare that a measure 
to raise revenue, not prohibited by the 
platform, is a violation of that declara- 
tion, and at the same time heartily en- 
dorse another measure that-is expressly 
prehibited by the platform? The Sun 
heartily endorses the unconditional re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law, and approves the baleful 
results that have followed; whereas, 
the platform expressly declares that the 
Sherman lIaw itself shall be repealed, 
and that both gold and silver shall be 
the standard money of the country. 

Lear in and year out, The Sun is 
edited on the basis of common sense. It 
is this feature that makes its editorial 
articles so attractive. But it seems to 
be wandering about helplessly in a fog 
in regard to the democratic platform. 
We think it is about time for Mr. Dana 
to apply the rule of common sense to the 
democratic deliverance and construe it 
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‘form deliberately misconstrued is in no 
better fix than a platform deliberately 
violated. Let The Sun bear in mind the 
fact that if the income tax measure 
were a clear and an unmistakable viola- 
tion of the Chicago platform, it would 
be but a glorification of the inexcusa- 
ble violation that occurred when only a 
part of the Sherman law was repealed, 
and when substitute democratic legisla- 
tion was suppressed by a coalition of 
eastern democrats and republicans. 

The Sun, we observe, hesitates about 
discussing the plain violation of the 
platform that occurred when congress 
refused to supplement the repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
with the remedial legislation pledged 
in what our contemporary calls “the 
constitution of the democratic party.” 
This is because the violation suits its 
ideas. The most powerful of its patrons 
ara in favor of the single gold standard 
—the banks because it enhances the 
value of thelr bonds, and the business 
men because they are compelled to de 
pend on the banks for accommodation. 
But our contemporary denies the exist- 
ence of a coalition of eastern democrats 
and republicans on the tariff and money 
questions, and says if there had been 
any such coalition it would have made 
its influence felt in the defeat of the in- 
come tax measure in the house. 

Now, the truth is, and The Sun knows 
it as well as we do, that there is no 
concerted opposition to the income tax 
in the east. A big majority of the peo- 
ple of that section are in favor of the tax, 
including a great many whose pockets 
will be touched. Moreover, the income 
tax is not a sectional measure. If it 
were, the arguments of such journals as 
The Sun would have some weight. All 
the rich men are not living in the east 


the south and west. If the people of 
the east were to vote on the question 
tomorrow we believe they would vote 
for the tax. No doubt some of the rich 
men of that section would make a great 
effort to defeat it, for it is a well-known 
fact that the possession of riches does 
not necessarily imply patriotism and 
unselfishness. More frequently it im- 
plies the opposite qualities. 

Apart from all this, however, we 
should like to see The Sun present one 
solid, substantial, logical and consistent 
argument against a tax on individual in- 
comes. 


Mr. Carlisle as a Populist, 


We printed a communication from a 
correspondent last week in which the 
following paragraphs occur: 

Some years ago Hon. John G. Carlisle, 
now secretary of the treasury, in defending 
the use of silver as a standard money met- 
al, from his seat on the floor of the house 
of representatives, attacked most vigor- 
ously the ‘“‘conspiracy’’ to destroy ‘from 
three-sevenths to one-half of the metallic 
money of the world,” the words quoted 
being his own, and of the danger lurking 
behind the consummation of this terrible 
outrage he. uttered these most significant 
words: 

“The consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more misery upon 
the human race than all the wars, pesti- 
lences and famines that ever occurred in 
the history of the world.” 


Perhaps no more striking utterance 
has ever been made by any public man 
on the floor of the house. At the time it 
was uttered it was both a protest and a 
prophecy. The men who believed wit 
Mr. Carlisle that it would be a national 
crime of unparalleled magnitude to 
strike down silver as a part of the mon- 
ey of final payment, not only made 
themselves heard, but made their influ- 
ence felt. But it was too late. The 
crime had been committed surreptitious- 
ly by John Sherman at a moment when 
specie payments were suspended, when 
neither gold nor silver was offered at 
the mints for coinage, and when no 
member of congress understood the se- 
rious character of the proposition con- 
tained in John Sherman’s apparently 
harmless “mint bill.” 

But the men who believed with Mr. 
Carlisle were able to pass a free coinage 
bill in the house, When this bill reached 
the senate Mr. Allison, who has since 
figured largely as an “international bi- 
metallist,” changed the measure into 
what is known as the Bland-Allison 
act for the purchase and coinage of sil- 
ver—Mr. Bland being the author of the 
free coinage bill and Mr. Allison of the 
purchase bill that passed. This meas- 
ure ‘was in some degree a mitigation 
of the single standard. It enabled the 
eountry to recover from the depression 
and shrinkage occasioned by the de- 
monetization of silver in 1873. 

Mr. Carlisle’s protest, eloquent as it 
was, had small effect, but his prophecy 
is worthy of the serious consideration 
of thoughtful men. Speaking of the de- 
monetization of silver and its disuse as 
the money of final payment. he declared: 
“The consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately ‘entail more misery 
upon the human race than all the wars 
and pestilences that have ever occurred 
in the history of the world.” 

Was Mr. Carlisle correct’ in his 
prophety? Silver has been struck down 
in England, in Germany, in Austria, in 
other European countries and in the 
United States, as the money of final 
payment, and men who have eves to 
see may behold for themsélyes the ma- 
terialization of some of the evils so elo- 
quently predicted by Mr. Carlisle when 
he was a member of the house. They 
may behold for themsélves the process 
of business and commercial stagnation 
that follows the destruction of more 
than one-half of the money in which the 
people of this country have redeemed 
their debts since the establishment of 
the government, 

All who have eyes to see may behold 
for themselves the beginning of the 
results predicted by Mr. Carlisle when, 
as a member of the house, he stood for 
the rights and interests of the people. 
Business is prostrate, commerce is in a 
state of stagnation. Values are shrink- 
ing and prices are falling. Railroads 
are going into the hands of receivers, 
while those that have not yet made the 
final plunge into bankruptcy have had 
their earnings, both gross and net, cut 
down to the vanishing point. The 
strongest business firms are feeling the 
deadly pressure, and some of them have

If so, so be it. We propose to croak 
if telling the truth is croaking, until the 
people are thoroughly aroused to the 
serious nature of the pvesent and im- 
pending disasters that have resulted 
from the destruction of more than one- 
half of the debt-paying money of the 
country. : 


Civil Strife Instead of Foreign Wars. 

An optimistic contemporary believes 
that the world is entering an era of 
peace because we have had only civil 
wars lately, instead of foreign wars. 
Brazil, Guatemala and Salvador have 
had serious struggles at home between 
contending factions, but there have been 
no conflicts between nations. 

If peace is the gainer by this kind of 
warfare we fail to see it. Any war is 
better than a civil war. But it may be 
that this is what we are coming to when 
peace between the different countries 
becomes a settled thing. War being the 
natural state of mankind, aceording to 
that profound philosopher, Hebbes, we 
may expect to see civil strife at home 
in every country, in the course of time, 
when people can no longer gratify their 
fighting propensities by attacking for- 
eign nations. 

It is not a pleasant prospect. Cutting 
throats is.a bad business at best, but 
when two countries are warring with 
each other we see on each side the de- 
velopment of patriotism, heroism and 
the loftiest human virtues. It is alto- 
gether different when the people fight 
at home. Then, the worst passions are 
generated and the opposing parties are 
merciless and unserupulous, Such con- 
flicts are generally campaigns of arson, 
rapine and assassination. 

The reign of universal peace will prob- 
ably be long delayed. There- will be 
wars and rumors of wars for centuries 
to come. Our own republic may be 
forced at no distant dey to resort to the 
arbitrament of the sword to settle her 
elayn to the control of the Nicaragua 
canal, or to uphold the Monroe doctrine, 
or to resist the aggressive policy of some 
powerful European nation. We must 
avoid such a clash of arms if we can do 
it with honor, but it would be better to 
have six years of such warfare with a 
foreign country than to have our own 
people plundering’ and killing one 
another for six months. The older 
eountries have many times in the past 
cured discontent and poverty at home 
by getting up a row with other nations. 
Great statesmen have endorsed this 
policy, and perhaps they were right. 
For instance, a war between this coun- 
try and England would be preferable to 
another war between the north and 
south. Viewed from any standpoint we 
eannot agree with our contemporary 
that we are nearing the era of peace be- 
cause civil wars have taken the place of 
those in which nations are arrayed 
against nations.

POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 


‘‘Harmony” is the watchword of the Geor- 
gia democracy, and the sentiment which 
it. represents is very much in evidence in 
the democratic press. It’s now that prover- 
bial pull-all-together for victory which has 
made the party, since the days of recon- 
struction, invincible. The differences that 
seemed to be have been healed or are rap- 
idly healing, and democrats all will stand 
shoulder to shoulder in the fight against 
the third party enemy. 

The joint meeting of the state executive 
committee and the campaign committee 
will find that the county organizations are 
without exception on a good basis. The 
strong organization which was perfected 
two years ago remains intact; indeed, in this 
respect, the party is perhaps in better shape 
than ever before. The state committees 
when they meet will have little to do, but 
the conference will be valuable and every- 
thing will be in shape for a vigorous cam- 
paign from the day the nominees are for- 
mally named. 

The state executive committee of the third 
party has had several meetings and the 
populist leaders are pushing forward their 
organization as rapidly as possible. Judge 
Hines and Tom Watson are actively in the 
field, but the campaign can hardly be said 
to hdve begun until the democratic speakers 
begin shelling the woods.

The Georgia weeklies ate filled with the 
announcements of candidates for the legis- 
lature and for county offices. It is also 
noticeable—on the line referred to above— 
that the county executive committees seem 
to take a more prominent place in political 
affairs of the counties than they have in 
the past. That is an important sign, as it 
indicates that the rank and file of the party 
are just as alive to the necessities of demo- 
crati¢é victory as the leaders are, 

Fewer nominations for members of the 
house have been made than is usyal at this 
time, while there are more senators nbdmi- 
nated than usual. Members of the last house 
who have been formally nominated are Hon, 
“Dick” Howard, of Baldwin; Hon. J. H. 
Booker, of Harris; Hon, A. K. Ramsey, 
of Murray; Hon, Chariton Battle, of Mus- 
cogee; Hon. Mark Hodge, of Pulaski; Hon. 
W. H. Fleming, of Richmond; Hon. D. J. 
Bailey, Jr., of Spalding, and Hon. John W. 
Bennett, of Wayne. Among the others are 
Hon. N. &. MeDonald, who for several 
terms represented Ware, and Hon. J. H. 
Reese and Hon. R. T. Fouche, of Floyd, 
who have both had former legislative ex- 
perience. 

Under the rotation system it is impossi- 
ble for a man to succeed himself in the 
senate. He mmy be returned after a lapse 
of two general assemblies, but he cannot 
be hia own immediate successor, The re 
sult is that each senate is made up of new 
men. There will, however, be in the next 
senate a number of men who have had 
former legislative experience. Among these 
are Hon.’ W. W. Osborne, whe will probably 
represent the first district and who headed 
the Chatham delegation in the last house; 
Hon. Leon A. Wilson, who represented 
Ware; Hon. J. B. Norman, Jr., of Colquitt; 
Hon. Charles C. Bush, of Miller; Hon. W. 
WwW. Ashburn, of Dodge; Hon: Bryan Cum- 
ming, of Richmond; Hon. R. W. Roberts, of 
Baldwin; Hon. Robert Hodges, of Bibb, 
who is generally regarded as the probable 
winner in the twenty-third district; Hon. 
Ben W. Sanford, ex-senator, of the twenty- 
third district; Hon. “Uncle Billy” Morton, 
of the state of Clarke; Hon. W. A. Brough- 
ton, of Morgan; Hon, D. W. M. Tatum, of 
Dade; Hon. W. H. Venable, of this distric®, 
and probably others.

Hawkins had peen working for some time 
for Mre. Lilly and stayed in a portion of 
the house. There were a number of devel- 
opments that tended to throw suspicion 
upon this negro, and among them was the 
finding of one of his collars near the body 
of the dead woman. Hawkins, strange to 
say, acknowledged that the collar was his, 
but vehemently declared that he had no 
idea how it came near her. 

It developed before the coroner’s jury, 
through the statement of one of the jurors, 
that one of the Lilly boys was seen to pick 
the collar out of the trash barrel and throw 
it on the floor where it was afterwards 
found, , 

It was this same negro who discovered 
the murder and gave the alarm. He ap 
peared to be very much excited and his ac- 
tions were exceedingly suspicious. After 
he was put under arrest it developed 
through the testimony of two young girls 
that sounds of quarreling were heard at 
the house and Hawkins is supposed to have 
been one of the participants and Mrs. Lilly 
the other. Two negroes were also seen 
near the Lilly house about the time the 
murder is supposed to have occurred, They 
had a bundle of clothes and appeared to be 
avoiding any one who came near them. 

Throughout the entire imprisonment the 
demeanor of Hawkins has not been that 
of a guilty man and from what he said, 
though he was overjoyed, his release was 
not entirely unexpected by him. 

On the other hand, George Yancey, who 
has been held in jail, has been kept by 
request of the detectives. According to 
Coroner Paden he was detained in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the detectives, who 
did not want him out. 

It seems that they thought he knew some- 
thing about the clothes that were removed 
from the Lilly house and feared.that if he 
were released he might move them from 
wherever they might be and lessen the 
chances of connecting Hawkins with the 
murder.

The committee exam- 
ined all the books involved in the running 
of the offices and the system of conducting 
Business. To Ordinary Calhoun was 4c¢- 
corded the highest pruise. The etatement 
was to the effect that he had his business 
reduced to the most perfect system, thet 
the records were admirably kept and that 
the whole office is a model ong in arrange- 
ment. It was recommended that metal 
files for valuable papers would be much 
better in place of the wooden ones now in 
use. 

The report on the condition of the clerk’s 
office reflects the highest credit on Judge 
Tanner and his corps of efficient aides. The 
introduction of the new files by Judge Tan- 
ner was commended and a change ‘in the 
manner of paying jurors at present was sug- 
gested. The committee’s idea is to have 
the jurors’ payroll submitted to some proper 
authority and have it certified before pay- 
ment instead of by the scrip as is now cus- 
tomary. 

In the tax collector’g office, that of the 
tax receiver, tne sheriff's office, the county 
treasurer's office, the county school com- 
missioner’s office and all the others, every- 
thing was found in ship shape and the re- 
ports upon them were accordmgly fayor- 
able. 

The grand jury’s report opens with @ 
very curiously wc@ded paragraph in refer- 
ence to the justice of the peace dockets. It 
may mean much or it may mean nothing, 
but the inference is most assuredly to the 
effect that there was a failure at least on 
the part of a few to make a showing. The 
report in this instance reads: 

“The justice of the peace dockets sub- 
mitted to us were found to be correctly 
kept.”’ 

How many more dockets than two were 
submitted is not made a matter of record. 
Jumping on the Jail Building. 

Fulton county’s jail did not escape the 
grand jury, but received the customary 
dose. The following condemnation and gen- 
eral roast is embraced in the grand jury 
‘presentments: 

“We condemn in unmeasured terms the 
county jail. This den, called a prison, for 
while it is called a public jail it is in every 
sense of the term a public disgrace to 
our boasted civilization and a blot of the 
deepest dye on the otherwise fair name of 
this, the wealthiest and best county in 
this, the Empire State of the South. With- 
out ventilation and devoid of any of the 
first principles governing modern institu- 
tions of its kind, it invites disease, vermin 
and all the ills attendant upon a neglect of 
sanitation. The ‘Black Hole’ known as the 
dungeon is a veritable grave, for when 
once closed it seems to us to be hermeti- 
cally sealed and we earnestly recommend 
that unless some way is devised to ventilate 
it the present authorities be prohibited 
from using it at all as a place of confine- 
ment. 


| » “We earnestly recommend the immediate 


erection of a new jail, which admits of no 
delay. We are firmly of the belief that 
our people, if thoroughly convinced of the 
wretched condition of the present jail build- 
ing would, with perfect unanimity, vote for 
@ sufficient appropriation to build a new 
jail."’ 
Professionals Get Knocked Out. 

Care is recommended in the selection of 
jurors, as there sre any number of profes- 
gional jurors wh. are forever on the hunt 
to pick up a dollar or two in the courts. 
These professional jurors were announced 
as coming under the head of crying evils. 

A straight blow is made at the profes- 
sional gambler, who is termed a vagrant, 
It is suggested in the report that the only 
way to rid the community of these enemies 
of the growing boys is to make examples 
of them, whenever they come into the court, 
by sending them to the chaingang. It is 
also recommended that all gaming cases 
be tried by the city recorder end that he 
make a report of them to the grand jury. 

The bail trover law is held up to the at- 
tention of Fulton county’s legislators and it 
is recommended that they be changed in a 
way that will modify them. Bxamples 
are cited where persons owing as small 
balances as one dollar are thrown in jail 
on account of their inability to make the 
last payment. 

Recommends a Board of Pardon. 

Having gone through all the county 
éhaingangs, the grand jury reports them 
in good order and suggests the enactment 
of a law whereby the appointment of a 
pardoning board may be made possible. 
The report says that there are a number 
of instances where pardons are’ deserved, 
but that the governor should not be wor- 
ried with the attendant work. It is also 
recommended that this law embrace a sys- 
tem of surveillance fof pardoned convicts 
on the order of the ticket of leave system 
that obtains in England. 

The recommendations of the former grand 
jury in regard to blackmail and damage 
suits is endorsed in the report, and de- 
nounced as grave and growing evils.

ARMED 0 THE TRETH 


Roper’s Murderous Assailants Are Hid. 
ing in the Mountains. 


SIX MARSHALS HUNTING THEM 


They Have Warrants Charging the Mur- 
derous tives with Conspiracy—A 
Casein the United States Court. 


Five selcacia rounds of ammunition each: 
ig the way the six murderous assailants of 
Will Roper are said to be armed, 

They are hidden away in the mountains 
and are said to be in company with a num- 
ber of their rugged mountain friends, 

About a half dozen deputy marshals, 
armed with warrants charging them with 
conspiracy, are making a thorough search 
for the fugitive whitecappers and should 
they meet a battle may be expected. 

The marshals having the search in charge 
reside in that locality, and are thoroughly 
familiar with the topography of the moun- 
tain country, They are Deputies Mauldin; 
Wright, Pierce, Duncan and Bates, and a 
braver set of fellows would be hard to find. 
If they should find Roper’s qssailants they 
would stop at nothing until they had them 
in charge. d 

If the men can be found by human agency 
it will not be long before they will be hbe- 
hind the bars of the Atlanta jail, 

Dr. Stafford, the physician who treated 
Roper from the time he was taken from the 
shaft in the mountains until he was brought 
to Atlanta day before yesterday, was in the 
city yesterday, and spent some time in the 
custorn house, consulting with the officials. 
He says that the recovery ef Roper, if he 


does recover, will be nothing less than a 
miracle. Besides many other terrible inju- 
ries, Roper was so badly wounded in tbe 
head that his brains oozed eut. 

Roper’s condition was unchanged yester- 
day and his physicians believe he will re- 
cover. A surgical operafion was performed 
on him yesterday, by which a ball was 
taken from his side. 

No one is allowed to see the wounded 
man, except his attendants. Not even the 
deputy marshals have been admitted to see 
him since he was brought to Aglanta. 


Before Auditer Conyers. 


Before leaving for his vacation in the 
mountains Judge W. T. Newman appointed 
Mr. Ben J. Conyers auditor to hear the 
case of the Coal City Mining Company 
against Charles G. West, administrator of 
the estate of Amos G. West. 

Auditor Conyers began the hearing of the 
case yesterday morning in the United 
States courtroom and the entire day was 
consumed with it. Today and possibly to- 
morrow will be taken up with it. Mr. Amos 
G. West resided at Cedartown, and was 
interested in the East and West railroad, 
running between Cartersville and Pell City. 
It appears that he incurred a debt of about 
$5,000 with the Coal City Mining Company, 
of Anniston, and at the time of his death 
the amount was unpaid. The case is a 
most voluminous one and there is a mass 
of evidence on both sides. The attorneys 
interested are Irwin & Bunn and Ivy P. 
Thompson, of Cedartown, for the defendant, 
and Broyles & Son for the plaintiff.

The dary in the Talc Company Case 
Finds a Yerdict. 


IT WAS RECEIVED YESTERDAY MORNING 


The Amount in Litigation Was Nearly 
$100,000—A Resume of the Is- 
sues of the Case. 


The jury in the suit of Peel and Nutting, 
trustees, against the Atlanta Tale and 
Goapstone Company et al, Judge Dorsey, 
pro hac vice, presiding, after remaining out 
all night before last brought in a verdict 
yesterday morning favoring the plaintiffs 
in all the main points contested. 

The last speech in the case was made 
py Judge George Hillyer, who made an 
eloquent and convincing argument, speak- 
ing for several hours. Not an issue Was 
Jeft undiscussed and his review of the 
case Was exhaustive. The charge of Judge 
Dorsey was able and forceful and took in 
all the issues involved. His handling of 
the points of law was masterly and 
throughout the hearing his rulings were 
remarkably impartial and satisfactory. 

The history of the case would involv¢ 
geverai columns of matter if every detail 
was brought forward in its proper light. 
The main points of the case, however, 
gifted down to the real controversy, cover 
a dispute between the bondholders on one 
gide and C. A. Davis and M. B. Graham, 
who hold a sheriff's deed to the premises 
in Cherokee county, North Carolina. There 
are charges and counter-charges, bills and 
cross-bills and petitions and answers with- 
out number. Davis wand Graham are rep- 
resented by Colonel J. A. Wimpy, and the 
greater part of the bondholders are repre- 
gented by Judge George Hillyer. Peel and 
Nutting, trustees, are represented by 
Messrs. Porter King and Charles Read. 

The clients of Judge Hillyer are charged 
with collusion and fraud by Davis and Gra- 
ham, who allege that they rely a great 
deal upon proving that the testimony of 
several of the interested parties is fraudu- 
lent and simply part of a move which is on 
foot to defraud both the Atlanta Talc and 
Soapstone Company and Graham and Davis. 
J. R. Tolleson, who along with the com- 
pany and Davis and Graham, appears as a 
defendant, charges Judge Hillyer with hav- 
ing broken his agreement, which agree- 
ment was to the effect that no action 
should be taken by him towards foreclos- 
ing the trust deed on the talc property 
without first giving full notice to J. B. Red- 
wine, who Was the party of the sécond 
part in the agreement. 

‘Replying to these charges, Judge Hillyer 
denies that any. agreement he ever made 
has ever been broken by him; he also de- 
nies having said ohe thing that might be 
construed into a promise to the effect 
sought to be shown by Tolleson in his pe- 
tition. He also declares that by reference 
to the date—February 27, 1889—which is al- 
leged by Tolleson to have been the date of 
he agreement, that it will be readily seen 
that Peel and Nutting brought no suit until 
three Months after this time, and then not 
until it came to the knowledge of the bond- 
holders that Graham had made what the 
plaintiffs allege to be a fraudulent sheriff's 
gale in North Carolina. Fer his clients, 
Judge Hillyer further asse:ts that Gra- 
ham’s judgment was fo lién on the prop- 
erty, because the company had some time 
bafore executed the trust deed, which 
placed the title in it. The bondholders also 
declare that nothing was owing Graham 
or Davis by the company, and that the 
judgments under which the property was 
sold were wrongfully obtained. The plain- 
tiffs further allege that a trial in North 
Carolina established the fact that the titles 
of Graham and Davis were null and void. 

Verdict of the Jury Condensed. 


_& There were thirty points involved in the 
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suit and each one of these was passed on 
by the jury. The important portions of 
the verdict are given. On the first count it 
Was decided that Graham and Davis held 
no title to thé property and that the 
sheriff’s deed in Cherokee county, North 
Carolina, was full and void. Upon this 
samé line it was found that the trustees 
and bondholders have the right of fore- 
closure of the trust deed on which the 
suit is founded.

The jury also found that the affairs of 
the talc company, as far as they related 


' to the property in the trust deed, be dis- 


sed of under the receivership, Peel & 
utting being the receivers. In regard to 
the charge of fraud it was found that there 
Was no fraud in the decree rendered in 
favor of Peel & Nutting and the bond- 
holders in Cherokee at the spring term of 
‘9; and that there was no fraud in the 
finding of the court in Cherokee county, 
North Carolina, to the same effect in the 
fall term of 1892. 

The jury aiso decided that the issties 
were all made by authority of the talc 
company and that they were lawfully 
transferred and lawfully held and that 
the right to collect is undisturbed.

Professor Dana Lectures,

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The Excursions Proposed by the South- 
ern Meeting in New York. 


THE CENTRAL’S REORGANIZATION PLAN 


Some Facts About That Boyertt of the 
Pullmans by ths Amer.c.n Railway 
Union—Other Hatlway Gossip. 


The recent meeting held m New York for 
the purpose of bringing homesecekers to the 
south has been ins.\rumentai in getting up 
considerable interest in a scheme to bring 
people to this section to look over the coun- 
try with a view to Settling here. 

The meeting adopted a plan whereby the 
railroads will begin to take steps at an 
early date looking to the work of getting 
up excursions to the south. The excursions 
will not be run by the Southern Passenger 
Association lines according to the old rates, 
but efforts will be riade to get cheap rates 
at all seasons for the landseekers. The 
Southern Passenger Association allows 
cheap rates to landseekers who want to 
come south, but the tickets cannot be sold 
save one day in the year, usually the first 
Tuesday. The meeting in New York took 
steps looking to securing cheap rates at all 
times for this purpose during certain sea- 
sons of the year. 

The Daily Railway Times, published in 
New York, in an editorial about the south- 
ern meeting in that city seems to think 
that there was not enough business about 
the plans adopted, It says: 

“The convention of southern men, which 
was held in this city last week for the 
purpose of interesting northern capitalists 
in southern enterprises, was well conceived, 
but came practically to naught through 
mismanagement. We have often taken oc- 
casion to express our confidence ih the 
south’s bright future. A country with such 
worderful natural resources, stich a delight- 
ful climate and such manifold attractions, 
cannot fail in time to be developed. This 
development has heretofore been retarded 
by many causes, not the least of which 
has been the forbidding attitude, whether 
conscious of unconscious, or the people 
there. 

‘Happily, things are now changed. The 
people have acquired a frame of mind in 
marked contrast to their former hostility. 

“This is as it should be, and the result 
is @ concerted movement on the part of 
individuals, communities and states to in- 
duce immigratfon both of persons and of 
capital and encourage and stimulate all 
new industries. The failWays are aiso ienu- 
ing their efforts to the good cause. It was 
to further this movement than the conven- 
tion was called in this city last week. The 
object in view was to interest New York 
Capitalists in southerh enterprises and to 
induce them to invest their money. Un- 
luckily, the whole affair was so mismanaged 
that little or nothing was accomplished. 
Apparently no intelligent effort was made 
to get at the right people, and when by 
chance the right people did get there they 
were ignored, or worse. The convention 
should have been a great power for good. 
The southern men who attended it were 
representative men, but they might just as 
well have held their convention in New 
Orleans as far as gétting into contact wich 
representative New York men is concerned, 
which was the whole object of the gath- 
ering. 

“It was a sad mistake, but not a fas‘al 
one. It was merely a good opportunity 
thrown awWay, because the convention was 
run for the aggrandizement of the ‘ew 
rather than for the benefit wf the many. 
Most of the delegates weit home disap- 
pointed, feeling that their time had been 
thrown away. The convention should be 
respected under different management, and 
far different results will be produced.”

Will Pallman Cares Runt 

Since the boycott was declared against 
the Pullman Palace Car Company by the 
railway employes in the west a very inter- 
esting question arises—will the Pullman 
cars be allowed to run through the south? 

The question seems to have little meaning 
here in Atlanta, for since the boycott was 
declared on the cars have beet; rolling out 
and in very smoothly afd fegularly. 

The dispatches in the railroad columns 
of Thé Constitution yesterday told how the 
boycott had been declared in the west, how 
the switchmen had started it by declaring 
that they would not fun @ train that had 
a Pullman car hitched toit. Thé other rall- 
way employes followed suit, with the excep- 
tion of the engineers. 

The railfoad men in the offices of the op- 
erating department of local lines here wefe 
Been by The Constitution yesterday and 
asked what would likely come out of the 
trouble with respect to the roads in: the 
south. 

Assistant Master of Trains Acker, of the 
Richmond afid Danville, has just returned 
from New York, where he wenf to attend 
the meeting of the American Railway Un- 
ion, and if anybody here ought to know any- 
thing about the affair he surely can speak 
knowingly. Mr. Acker says there will be no 
trouble in the south, according to the best 
of his knowledge and belief. He says the 
engineers have réfuséd to éngagé in the 
boycott in the north and if they don’t enter 
it in the south there cannot possibly be any 
trouble, since they are the men who are 
more powerful to stop trains than any 
others. 

It is clear that this is true. The southern 
roads have so few switchmen, compara- 
tively speaking, they could not suffer from 
a boycott entered solely by the switchmen., 
They have no trouble in putting men into 
their placés and could do it in fifteen min- 
utes. 

But, aside from all this, there is no in-« 
tention on the part of the railway employes 
of the south to enter such a boycott as 
this, for the reason that they see it would 
be simply a Bick at the railroads. Pullman 
would not suffer. The Pullman cars that 
run On the roads are not fun by Pullman. 
They are rented to the railroads and the 
railroads alone suffer the consequnces of 
the boycott. 

*“Bpeaking along this line Vice President 
Wickes, of the Pullman company, says: 

“It is not a matter that directly concerns 
us. We deliver our cars to our railroad cli- 
ents under contract. We have ho éngines 
and make up ho trains. We do nét in any 
manner operate a railroad. Whether or- 

anizged labor will decline to haul our cars, 

cannot say. If such proves to be the case, 
it will be wholly a matter between the raii- 
roads and their employes. 

“But I cannot See why the rallroads should 
be annoyed because of alleged grievances 
agaifist this company, and I thitik the em- 
ployés of the various companies will look 
at it in the same light.

RAILROADS IN SPAIN. 


They Grant the Traveler Abundance 

of Time to View the Scenery. 

A Boston traveler in Spain writes: ‘‘The 
Spanish people are the most amiable and 
obliging people in the world. Their courte- 
sy is of a genuine nature and touches the 
heart in the way Gallic suavity never does. 


We have often stayed at inns where no’ 


language but Spanish is spoken, and with 
a very limited vocabulary have got on 
extremely well, owing to.the quickness of 
Sympathetic understanding and sleasant 
tempers of the people. You cannot order 
about or bully even a Spanish servant. 
They all are conscious of descent from the 
old Christians who drove out the Moors, 
and that is in their notion a rather more 
ancient and important lineage. than ‘coming 
over in the Mayflower.’ But call one of 
them ‘you’ instead of ‘thou’ in his native 
tongue, address him as ‘senor,’ give him 
a cigar, if you’re a man or a ‘gracias’ for 
thanks if you’re a woman, and the service 
is faithful and devoted, almost too devoted 
at times for people not accustomed to take 
off their boots to have them cleaned after 
a walk at 10 o’clock in the forenoon. Trav- 
eling in spain is a matter of increasing 
facility. 
“The trains are slow according to our 
rushing American ideas, but why should 
one wish to hasten too rapidly through 
beautiful or picturesque scenery? It is 
worth while to take ten minutes to pass 
a lovely waterfall or mountain gorge. The 
reiiroads and their slowest trains are, at 
all events, a vast improvement both in 
speed and in comfort over the diligences of 
the days when their were no railroads in 
Spain. For out-of-the-way traveling they are 
still common enough. In Granada we saw 
the diligence come rolling in from Lanja- 
ron in the Sierra Nevadas one day, and it 
looked old and time-stained enough to be 
the one that Granada knew in the days of 
Washington Irving, sixty years and more 
ago. The first-class carriages are all good 
on the railways; the second class vary, ap- 
parently according to luck, from the qual- 
ity of an English fourth-class up to the up- 
holstered comfort of a German second 
class. For night travel (and the long jour- 
ney over Don Quixote’s plains of La Man- 
cha, between Madrid and Cordova, is usu- 
ally made at night in the express trains)

MAYOR DUNWOODY’S WITHDRAWAL. 


His Address on Retiring from the 

Mayor’s Chair in Favor of Mr. Lamb. 

Brunswick, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—The 
following is the address delivered by Mayor 
Dunwoody before the city councilin releas- 
ing the mayoralty after the decision of 
the supreme court, declaring that fion. 
Tom Lamb was entitled to tne office, and 
that Mr. Dunwoody’s election to the may- 
oralty was illegal. Mr. Dunwoody promptly 
accepted the verdict of the court, and on 
calling the council together, retired, with 
the following remarks, which are published 
on account of the generai interest attached 
to the case:

This renders ic incumbent upen me 
to vacate the position, and to allow tne 
righttui mayor Lo assume tne duties of the 
oifice. My determinauion in nis latter 
Was reacned, when upon this date, the Su- 
preme court of this state conlurmed its min- 
ules, announcing that tne juugment ol 
the court below was erroneous. 1 offered 
myself last tall for election to the office of 
mayor of this city at the earnest Svlicita- 
tion of many of my fellow citizens, I then 
beileving as tney dia, that the term Ot 
oftice of Mr. Lamb expired on January +, 
1894. 1 was elected without opposition, Te- 
ceiving 805 votes out of a totai of dso Votes 
cast at that election. ‘his council bells 
of the opinion that 1 was entit/<d to tne 
otfice, recognized me as mayor, aid 1 have 
been discharging since that date the duties 
et that ofnce. i couid, perhaps, prolong tor 
some time the controversy as to whether 1 
am the rightful mayor, but my sense of 
duty, and my obligations to you who recog- 
nized me as mayor, bring me to the con- 
clusion that 1 should no ionger ask of you 
adnerence to a position that the supreme 
court of this state has decided is untenna- 
bie. In the administration of the ailairs 
of this city, my sole purpose has been to 
do my duty, without fear, favor or affec- 
-tion, reward or hope thereof, to ail Citiz.ns 
ike, and my earnest efforts have been at 
. times to promote the welltare of the city.

git to the impartial judgment of my fel- 
rOwW CillZens. 

“In conclusion I desire to say that while

From The Washington Post. 

The sugzestion that some representative 
colored man be placed upon the board of 
commissioners of the Atlanta exposition 
should encounter no opposition. As many 
colored men as may be needed to look af- 
ter the interests of the race on this great 
occasion should be assigned to duty as a 
matter of course. The colored people of 
the south have made phenomenal progress 
since the war in all industrial as well as 
agricultural vocations, and they will have 
at Atlanta an opportunity which. they have 
never enjoyed before of furnishing to the 
country some instructive object-lessons in 
material progress that will be a surprise to 
many who are more or less unfamiliar 
with the advances they have achieved. 

It will doubtless be the endeavor, as it 
will be the wise and liberal policy of the 
exposition managers, to secure as large a 
coiored exhibit as practicable, not simply 
in justice tu the race, but for the purpose 
of correcting many false impressions that 
have gone abvoad as to their. capacity for 
self-support and their adaptability to the 
duties and responsibilities of citizenship. 
Wren it comes to be seen that throughout 
the various states of the south so mmany 
thousands of the colored people are deriving

Atkinson is the democratic 
candidate for governor of the state of 

Georgia. Oh! that the ways and means 

used to effect such a result had been such 

that we who were the advocates and sup- 
porters of General Evans could acquiesce 
cheerfully and willingly to such an edict; 

‘but unfortunately it is not 60, for have 

not the two main reasons urged so strong- 

ly and persistenly by Mr, Atkinson, and 
agreed to most willingly Dy his supporters, 
why General Evans should not be the 
democratic standard-bearer for the state 
of Georgia been that he was a brave and 
gallant confederate soldier, and that he 
lived in Atlanta.

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A Surprising Increase in the Number 
of Cases Made. 


THE FIGURES OF THE ANNUAL REPORT 


The Fiscal Year Ending June 30th Shows 
About Three Timesthe Number of Cases 
Contained in Last Year's Report. 


Moonshining in Georgia seems to be 
flourishing like a green bay tree. 

If, during the coming year, it increases 
as rapidly as it haS increased during the 
year, closing day after tomorrow, it will 
soon be one of the leading industries of the 
state. 

Cold facts and figures comprised in the 
reports of United States Deputy 
Marshal Mitchell and District At- 
torney Joe James for the fiscal 
year, which ends Saturday, shows a most 
surprising increase in the whisky making 
industry of the mountain stream variety. 

Although the fiscal year does not end 
until Saturday, the last day of the present 
month, it is practically ended so far as the 
year’s reports are concerned. There is a 
sort of vacation among the distillery hun- 
ters, Which will end on July lst, the begin- 
ning of the new fiscal year. 

Nearly all of the deputy marshals have 
suspended operation during the remainder 
of the week, so that they will not come 
in on the last day of the year with a rush 
of work that would necessarily have to be 
incorporated in the report. This would re- 
quire an additional clerital force and would 
delay the report several days. 

The. reports of Marshal Mitchell and 
Attorney Joe James tell 
pretty much the same story. Attorney 
James considers the showing made as be- 
ing nothing short of remarkable. 

“When the reports were made a year 
ago,”’ said he, “there were only 211 cases. 
During the year that is just closing we 
have disposed of more cases than were 


/ tried in the year before, and we now have 


cases, as compared 
over three times as 


between 700 and 800 
with 211 last year, 
many. 

“These figures have been swelled largely 
by counterfeiters and whitecappers. Of 
the former class of offenders the number 
has been almost unprecedentediy large. 
Many of them have been tried and sent 
to the penitentiary. 

“Another cause, perhaps, of the great in- 
crease is that a most vigilant and efficient 
force of deputies are in the field, and they 
have been very successful in finding of- 
fenders.’’ 

It seems, too, that the number of moon- 
shiners has greatly increased. The hard 
times, doubtless, have driven many of 
them into the violation of the revenue 
law and none of the old offenders appear 
to have reformed. 

The moonshiners seem to have been 
broadening their territory. Distilleries 
have been found in sections that have not 
heretofore been frequented by them. 

All of the custom house officials are busy 
preparing their reports and business is 
about at ae stand still. Commissioner 
Broyles’s court was doing nothing yester- 
day and the commissioner was busily en- 
gaged in finishing his reports. This was 
true in nearly all of the offices. 

The reports will all be finished Saturday. 

In the department engaged in discourag- 
ing moonshining seventy-five men begun 
work at the end of the year. In March 
fifteen of this number were dropped and 
the indications now are that the force 
will be further curtailed to the extent 
of fifteen men on July Ist.

It has since developed that 
Brewster is innocent of the crime and the 
governor granted him an unconditional par- 
don yesterday. 

Last September Solomon and Joe Shackle- 
ford were convicted of burglary in Newton 
superior court and were sentenced to seven 
years in the penitentiary. Their crime con- 
sisted in breaking into their father’s home 
and stealing four dollars. Now the father 
and all the court officials join in a request 
for a pardon on the grounds that the boys 
have been punished enough. The governor 
thought so, too, and granted the pardon.

" ty murderer, who is serving a life sentence 


for killing an unknown man at Stone 
Mountain in 1890, asked for a pardoy, but 
the governor could see no reason for grant- 
ing it. Others who were refused are F. E. 
Babbett, Chatham county, forgery; Albert 
and Frank Snow, Wilkinson county, bur- 
giary; Erwin Green, Pickens county, horse 
stealing.
